Readers in the 
British Isles have «> sgant interest in Aus- 
tralian themes. Moreover, Australian authors 
have had to compete with syndicated material. 

In consequence of these handicaps, it has been 
almost impossible for them to subsist on the 
small amounts earned by contributions to the 
journals of their own country and the publication 
of an occasional book foredoomed to a small 
circulation—New York Sun.
